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Law omits ward residency requirement 


Legislature may reinstate rule 


Citywide shopping 
for councilmen?

Residents admiring another ward’s aldermen 
who have said, “I wish he (or she) could be our

unintentionally, by the state legislature. 

Unless state law changes before the next munici- 
pal election, voters will be able to “‘shop"’ citywide 
for the person to represent their ward. 

Because of an apparent clerical error, aldermen 
must still be elected by ward, but need not live in 


the ward that elects them. 

“It’s a terrible idea,’ said Madison Mayor John 
Bellcoff, adding that he planned to immediately 
call all area state legislators to make sure the law 
is changed before the next city election.

Man charged in beating 


What apparently began as a simple Wednesday ‘night out with the 
boys” for a 22-year-old Madison man turned into a two-and-a-half- 
hour nightmare of alleged physical and sexual abuse for the man’s 
girlfriend. 

Douglas A. Rodgers, of an apartment in the 400 block of Madison 
Avenue, has been charged with four counts of aggravated criminal 
sexual assault in connection with the alleged abuse. 

Rodgers allegedly forced a 23-year-old woman to perform sex acts, 
attempted to rape her and used a broom handle to. beat her, all 
against her will, according to a police report. 

Madison lice arrested Rodgers at his apartment at about 4:30 
a.m. Thursday. He was being held Friday in the Madison County Jail 
in lieu of $250,000 bond. 

“Rodgers and the victim were boyfriend and girlfriend. He just 
went off the deep end. He's obviously got some problems,” Lt. Paul 
Bargiel of the Madison Police Department said.

Accident claims 
second victim 


A second Granite City High School student is 
dead as a result of a three-car accident in Pontoon 
Beach more than a week ago. 

Jessica Sealey, 15, a passenger in one of the 
cars, died Wednesday afternoon of injuries sus- 
tained in the crash on icy State Aid 35 near the 
Holiday Mobile Home Park the morning of Nov. 26. Sealey 

Det. Mike Crouch of the Pontoon Beach Police Department said 
that Sealey had been thrown from the car during the accident and 
suffered head injuries. She was taken by helicopter to St. Louis 
University Medical Center, where she died at 4:35 p.m. Wednesday. 

‘Also dead as a result of the crash, which occured at about 10:30 
a.m. Nov. 26, is Rodney Chumney, the driver of the car in which 
Sealey and three other teens were riding. 

Chumney, 18, who, had recently moved to Pontoon. Beach from 
Kokomo, Ind., was pronounced dead at the scene of the crash. 

‘Three other ssengers in Chumney’s car, Eric Sloan, 17, of the 
2100 block of Cleveland Boulevard, Bobby Madewell, 17, of Wilson 
Drive and Erica Ditch, 16, of the 2500 block of Iowa Street were 
injured in the crash.

Aldermen are apparently no longer required to 
live in the wards they represent under an Illinois 
law that went into effect in May. 

Theoretically, under the statute revision, every 
alderman in a given city could reside in the same 
block of town. 

A routine 1992 Illinois public act designed to 
make the Illinois Municipal Code easier to use — 

by recodifying the eligibility requirements for 
municipal officers — removed the ward residency 
requirement. But two local city attorneys say it

Two convicted GermaniaBank 
officials may be forced to repay 
money to customers who lost 
their life savings in uninsured 
notes. 

U.S. District Judge William 
Beatty at East St. Louis will be 
asked to order former bank offi- 
cers Edward Morris and Steven 
Gardner to make restitution to 
customers who held the notes. 

Morris, 50, and Gardner, 45, 
were found guilty Nov. 9 of mail 
and wire fraud for bilking 800 
customers of $10 million in the 
1987 sale of subordinated notes, 
called ‘‘schnotes.”’ 

Federal prosecutor Bruce Rep- 
pert, who won the convictions, 
said he will push hard to get 
some of the money back for note 
holders 

“Germania customers are 
innocent victims in this crime,” 
said Reppert, an assistant U.S. 
attorney. ‘‘They’ve suffered 
financially and emotionally from 
the scheme.” 

Reppert will argue before 
Beatty at a sentencing hearing 
Jan. 5 that the two convicted 





Flood victims

Residents of flood-stricken 
or other disaster areas could

The act, signed into law 
Nov. 16, would allow property 
owners ‘hit by future flooding 
or other disasters to hold off 
payments of their tax bills 
until mid-December without 
penalty or interest payments, 
Madison County Treasurer 
John Shimkus said.

If Beatty allows Reppert’s 
motion, the judge would have to 
determine if Morris and Gardner 
have enough assets to repay cus- 
tomers who bought the notes. 
Gardner used a public defender 
in his trial. 

Wood River lawyer Rod Pitts 
was elated that Reppert will ask 
for restitution. 

“It's a step forward to help 
folks who lost all their money in 
the Germania fraud scandal.” 

Pitts and attorneys -Frank 
Duda and John Dale Stobbs filed 
a sixth-amended class-action 
lawsuit this month in Beatty's 
court to recover $10 million for 
note holders. + 

Morris, the former chairman, 
and Gardner, former bank presi- 
dent, could each be sentenced to 
a maximum of 15 years in prison 
and fined up to $750,000, Reppert 
said. 

The defendants are expected 
to file a notice to appeal their 
fraud convictions. 

Last week, Reppert mailed

victim-impact questionnaires to 
hundreds of customers who 
bought the notes, asking them to

“We'll try to get some of the 
money back for widows and old- 
er folks who spent their life sav- 
ings on the notes,” he said. 

“The defendants lack financial 
resources to pay a multimillion- 
dollar judgment.”’ 

Germania officials targeted

of 1987. 

Morris, Gardner and former 
Germania Chairman Joseph 
Mason, 50, of Tampa, Fla., are 
scheduled to go to trial in Febru- 
ary in St. Louis on federal 
charges of defrauding note hold- 
ers. 

They were indicted in U.S. 
District Court in St. Louis in 
November 1992 on charges of 
conspiracy and making false 
bank entries at Germania and 
additional mail fraud charges.

SPRINGFIELD — Jim McPike 
of Alton says he has had no job 
offers but that a lobbying career 
is most likely after he steps 
down as state representative 

He spiked speculation he 
might be offered an executive 
post with Argosy Gaming Co., 
the firm that owns the Aiton 
Belle Casino and is embarked on 
casino expansion efforts in 
Missouri, Indiana and Louisiana. 

“I've heard that rumor for a 
year. I haven't had any offer 
from anybody. I don't intend to 
stay in Alton and work for 
Argosy or Oiin (Corp.) or 
anybody else,” McPike said last 
week. 

McPike, who announced Nov. 
27 that he intended to step down 
after his current term ends in 
January 1995, played a pivotal 
role in‘securing House passage 
of riverboat gambling 
legislation. 

He is the Illinois House 
majority leader. 

He emphasized he has not 
made a decision on his career 
but acknowledged: “‘I will 
probably lobby in Springfield.”” 

MePike could probably be a 
coveted and potentially highly 
paid lobbyist for num 
special interest 
experience as major 
role in which he was 
negotiator for more than a 
decade on virtually every major 
issue before the Legislature. 

His announcement fueled 
speculation under the Statehouse 
dome that his political mentor, 
House Speaker Michael 
Madigan, D-Chicago, also may 
not seek another term.

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Health vote petitions to get a boost

Efforts to put a county health department 
on the March ballot swung into high gear 
Wednesday when Madison County Board 
members and petition drive organizers brain- 
stormed for ideas to reach the public 

The petition drive has gotten off to a rocky 
start and organizers hope to change this 
through radio spots, public access program- 
ming on cabfe television and blanketing the 
county with more signature forms, said Deb- 
bie Groeteka, the county’s petition drive 
coordinator. 

Groeteka has until Dec. 22 to collect the 
11.590 signatures needed to put the health 
department question on the ballot. As of 
Wednesday, she had 1,500 signatures in hand 

“Part of the problem is that you're so 
close to the issue that you just think every- 
one knows about it, and'that’s not always the 
case,"’ said John Pitzer, regional health offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Public 
Health, who'is helping with the petition 
drive.

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At the 10-cent rate, the health department 
would cost the owner of a $50,000 house 
about $16.60 a year. 

Although state 4aw requires a 10-cent rate 
in the referendum’s wording for the ballon, 
several board members have said they don’t 
think the entire 10 cents would be levied and 
have estimated a more realistic rate would 
be 4 or 5 cents 

When the petition drive got under way last 
month, Groeteka said she planned to involve 
groups such as Lions or Jaycees that would 
use community connections to help. 

Many clubs, however, are not taking part, 
apparently because of their own holiday-re- 
lated activities.

Groeteka also said many people were 
refusing to sign the petitions, fearing that if 
the referendum reached the ballot it would 
pass and bring higher taxes 

Still, Groeteka said, she is optimistic that 
the needed number of signatures will be col- 
lected. She said she expects many more sig- 
natures to be turned in with other candidate 
petitions after filing for county and state 
offices begins Monday. 

The Edwardsville chapter of the League of 
Women Voters has opted out of the petition 
drive, asserting that some County Board 
members are using the proposed referendum 
to indirectly kill the chances for a health 
department. Leaders of the Edwardsville 
group have said they are worried voters will 
be scared off by the 10-cent tax increase 
required in the wording. 

However, the Collinsville chapter of the 
league is’ circulating petitions, in part 
because of a plea for support from board 
member Harold Byers of Highland, one of 
the staunchest health department advocates 
on the County Board

Still, Bellcoff predicted that 
there will be some people — 
such as aldermen facing stiff 
competition in their own ward — 
who will think it is a great idea 
to be able to choose to run in 
another ward and not have- to 
move. 

Venice Alderman John Ervin, 
who has served on the City 
Council for nearly 20 years, said 
he believes aldermen should live 
in the ward they represent. 

He said there are times when 
a person must live in an area to 
really understand the problems. 

“For example, I live in Ward 
3, but suppose I run for alder- 
man in Ward 4," Ervin said. 
“One of the big problems in 
Ward 4 is the drugs on Weaver 
Street (Baucum Avenue) 

“If I'm not living there and 
having to put up with it, is it 
going to concern me as much as 
it does the residents?"” 


But Ervin said there is a 
“fairly obvious” advantage to a 
political slate if it is able to let a 
very popular candidate run in 
any ward, not just the ward 
where the ‘candidate resides.

Obviously, there is no 
fixed age. 

However, several states have 
set a bit of an arbitrary age 
when it comes to hunting certain 
types of game. Missouri wildlife 
regulations require that anyone 
born on or after Jan. 1, 1967, 
must complete a state hunter 
education course and pass a test 
to. receive a certification card 
This card must be displayed to 
pusctase any type of firearms 
hunting permit. 

But at the beginning of this 
year, the Missouri Conservation 
Commission passed a regulation 
that no one under the age of 11 
could take the course forjcertifi- 
cation. It also approved a rule 
that no one younger than 11 
could hunt deer or turkey 

However, another rule allows 

oungsters under the age of 16 to 
hunt Swithout purchasing

mit if they are secompanied ‘by 
a legally licensed adult. 

SO THE AGE question is still 
up to the parents. 

Walt Beumer, of O'Fallon, said 
his son was 11 when he got his 
first gun. Beumer, president of 


the Missouri State Shooting 
Association and a_ volunteer 
hunter education instructor, not- 
ed, “I got Jeff a single-barrel 20 
gauge. It was cheap, so I didn’t 
mind cutting the stock down to 
fit-him. It was a single shot’ for 
safety and it was light for him.”

Volunteer hunter education 
instructor Lou Jett, of Creve 
Coeur, also gets asked questions 
about which gun and when while 
teaching hunter education 
throughout the West 
area. ‘‘I usually demonstrate 
with Mike (volunteer hunter edu- 
cation instructor Mike Klein of 
Fehton) and his daughter,” Jett 
observed. “He purchased'a gun 
that fit her and then taught her 
how to use it."” 

JETT ADDED, ‘‘My prefer- 
ence, if I had a son or daughter, 
would be to start out squirrel 
hunting. I prefer a shotgun over 
a .22 rifle.’ 

Jim Burnett, a volunteer hunt- 
er education instructor from 


Hazelwood, has his preferences.’ 


But..he, starts out asking ques- 
tions, ‘‘I ask parents what 
they’ré’ looking for,’” he said. _ 
- “Task, ‘What are you planning 
to hunt?’ If they want to target 
shoot, I suggest a single shot 
bolt’ action .22 for safety and to 
make the youngster work at that 
first shot,” Burnett explained. 

“If they want to hunt with a 
shotgun, I recommend a 20 
gauge shotgun. I tell parents 
that the NRA recommends a 
semi-automatic, but I recom- 
mend they let the youngster load 
only one Shell at a time because 
the recoil can cause an inexperi- 
enced shooter to fire again. 

“But I usually recommend a 
pump shotgun so they have to 
work the action,’’ Burnett said. 


“IF THEY want a centerfire, I 
suggest’ considering the size of 
the person. Most are interested 
in either the .243 or the .30-30. If 
they like the .243, I suggest a 
bolt action. If they want a .30-30 
lever action, I suggest one with 
a hammer block safety.” 

Many parents require that 
their children ‘complete a state 
hunter education course either 
before.they get a firearm or 
before yy can use the one they 
have. While hunter education 
courses. are not going to teach

DESCRIPTION OF LAWSUIT AND SETTLEMENT 

Certain individuals have brought a class action lawsuit entitled 
Carlough v. Amchem Products Inc. et al., C.A. No. 93-CV-0215 
(E.D. Pa.), seeking personal injury damages as a result of 
occupational exposure to asbestos against the following 20 
defendant companies: 











Amchem Products, Inc... A.P. Green Industries, Inc., Armstrong 
World Industries, Inc., CertainTeed Corp., C.E. Thurston and 
Sons, Incorporated, Dana Corp., Ferodo America, Inc., Flexitallic, 
Inc., GAF Corp., 1.U. North America, Inc., Maremont Corp., 
Asbestos Claims Management Corporation (formerly known as 
National Gypsum Company), National Services Industries, Inc., 
Nosroc Corp., Pfizer Inc., Quigley Company, Inc., Shook & 
Fletcher Insulation Co., T&N plc, Union Carbide Chemicals and 
Plastics Company Inc. (formerly known as Union Carbide 
Corporation), United States Gypsum Company. 








The individuals bringing the lawsuit seek damages both for 
themselves and for a class of other similarly situated persons. The 
Court has conditionally certified that class solely for purposes of a 
possible settlement of the lawsuit. The counsel listed at the 
bottom of this Notice have been appointed as Class Counsel. 


A proposed Settlement has been reached between the court- 
appointed representatives of the class and the 20 defendant 
companies. 


The Settlement sets up a system to compensate class members 
who meet certain asbestos exposure requirements if and when 
they develop certain asbestos-related medical conditions. 
Compensation will also be available in death cases. 


Compensation amounts reflect amounts paid by the 20 defendant 
companies to similar claimants whose cases have been settled. 


A hearing will be held by the Court in Courtroom 11A, U.S.

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Toy buying takes more than child’s play

“Tis the season for buying toys, and parents, grandparents, aunts, 
undles and many others are out in the marketplace trying to narrow 
the- choices from an overwhelming array of alternatives in stores 
everywhere. 

Buying toys for Christmas is always a challenge. And asking kids 
what they want is not always the best policy 

Ghildren are easily influenced by television advertising, toys with 
current and fleeting popularity, and the toys they have seen most 
recently. 

Getting the best value for your toy-buying dollars requires some 
consideration.
